r. of their families in the 8 coun 
l ty area serviced by the Hazard 
t District Office will become eli- 
1 gible for disability payments,” 
advised John Graves, Social Se- 
curity District Manager in Haz- 
i ard. 

These benefits result from a 
new change in the social securi- 
ty law, passed by Congress Oc- 
tober 2, and signed by the Pres- 
ident October 13- 

Under social security, a work- 
er of any age may qualify for 
disability payments for himself 
and his family if he has a total 
and permanent disability, has ; 
worked 5 years under social se i 
curity in the last 10 years be- I 
fore becoming disabled, and < 
files his claim with social secur I 
ity within 18 months of becom- 1 
ing disabled. 

Many people throughout the i 
country, for many reasons, did 1 
not come in to the social secur- ^ 
ity offices and file their claims 1 
shortly after they became dis- * 
abled. Some waited three or 3 



is more years before coming in.

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Hazard Needs Urban Renewal 

After a rash of early and false rumors, 
the voters of Haaard are now in possession of 

the true facts about the North Mata Street 
I’rban Renewal Project They are .urn- sifting 
this information, pondering the ultimate effect 
upon Hazard of going through with the project 
or abandoning it. Hazards choice between 
1 these two courses will be determined at the 
• Tolls next Tuesday. 

If the accompanying illustrations do not 
L’onvince Hazard voters of the worthiness of 
the project, they need only look at those other 
local projects already completed or ta the 
process of completion. Does any voter contend 
. 'hat the city made a mistake when it renewed 
l the old section of town near the railroad depot 
bridge? Can anyone argue that Liberty Street 
is not being made vastly more livable, 
through the urban renewal going on there 
now? 

As he makes up his mind, the voter 
should ask himself what Hazard would be now 
without those and other renewal projects, and 
the several other city improvements they en- 
couraged He should also try to imagine what 
Hazard might become if it quits now and 
settles for a stagnant status quo. 

The position of the few property owners 
in the North Main area who are fighting the 
project is of course understandable. The in- 
convenience to property owners has always 
been the most serious argument against such 
things as urban renewal, highway construction 
and dam building, but no stride forward has 
ever been made without causing some friction 
and personal inconvenience. The Mountain 
Parkway runs across what use to be private 
property. Buckhorn Lake covers ground w r here 
men at one time farmed. And the North Main 
Urban Renewal Project will displace some peo- 
ple who resent it. This is regretable. The only 
thing t y do about it is compensate the people 
with money. This has been done. It will be 
done again oa North Main Street. 

A few property owners in the North Main 
area refuse to be satisfied with financial com- 
pensation and are working hard to oppose the 
renewal, spreading a dozen points of view 
against the basic concept of urban renewal.

When Perry County voters go to the polls 
next Tuesday to choose the men who will sit 
on the C-unty School Board the next four years, 
their over-riding concern should be for one 
thing only: the children- 

That the children have been exclusively 
ignored in the past when school boards in East- 
ern Kentucky were elected is perhaps the great 
tragedy of our times. Historically, the vote has 
gone for the man who was your cousin, or fri- 
e..d, or the man who could give you a job in 
the school system, no matter how poorly edu- 
cated or otherwise unqualified the candidate 
was. Some of cur present Board Members were 
selected on precisely that kind of ticket. 

1 bree seats are up for election this year. 
Competing for them are the three incumbents, 
and four challengers, two of them in District 
Two. The candidates have all been campaigning 
for several weeks now, and, with election day 
less than a week off, a definable pattern has 
emerged. The challengers have publicly pro 
claimed their ideas and aspirations as office 
seekers. The incumbents are strangely silent. 

The inference here is that the incumbents 
are content to run on their records, to let their 
actions and decisions of the last four years tell 
the kind of men they are If an office-holders 
record is gjod, then this approach to a cam 
pai-zn can be effective. But in the case of these 
particular incumbents, it is hard to see why 
they are proud of the record they, as part of 
the present School Board, have made. 

Perhaps their greatest claim to accomplish 
ment these last years is the building of new 
elementary schools in the respective districts. 
Well, a new school is always welcome. But 
Perry County voters should understand that 
these new schools are exclusively the result of 
something the State of Kentucky did, by put- 
ting up most of the necessary funds. The School 
Board, including the members now running for 
re-election, had only to decide where to put tho 
buildings. Again, it is hard to understand why 
either candidate would be proud of his hand 
in these decisions, particularly at Buckhorn and 
Big Creek. Those schools, admittedly fine build- 
mgs are both in creek beds, in constant threat 
ol flooding by dangerous and tempermental 
mountain streams that on very short notice, can 
become raging torrents and flood the school 
grounds. 

The record the incumbents are running on 
includes other decisions that seem to call for 
shame rather than pride One is the sorry mess 
involving the Viper elementary school. Remem- 
ber that one? The candidate from the Viper 
district isn’t running this year, but all three 
incumbents who had a hand in that boondoggle 



are. The caliber of their school leadership is 
reflected very clearly in that incident, for they 
went alo :ig with an obviously wrong decision 
as if strings were about their necks. 

The Board originally agreed to purchase*""? 
beautiful site for the new Viper school, on a 
gently slopir.g hillside adjacent to tne main 
highway, centrally located for the majority of 
Viper elementary students. This seemed like 
the proper course, and for a time those parents 
at Viper had reason to be pleased with the work 
of the Board. But then came a change in office 
for the representative from the Viper district. 
And with this change came a curious change 
in the attitude of the Board, too. The first site 
for the new Viper school was suddenly dismiss- 
ed, for no announced reason, and eventually 
moved far up in Mason’s Creek, to a poor site 
by all standards that, just by coincidence, was 
owned by a close relative of one of the Board 
members. Did either of the incumbents seeking 
re-election protest this maneuver, in the inter- 
est of the children? Did either of the incum- 
bents seeking re-election pay any heed at all 
to the scores of parents who pleaded for the 
location of the school in a better place? No- 
They just went along. 

Then, just this past summer, there was the 
Bill Back incident. Remember that one? Bill 
Back was the highly-respected coach and teach- 
er at Dilce Combs High School who was sum- 
marily dismissed from his coaching job (and re- 
placed by a man with fewer qualifications) and 
shipped off to a school twenty five miles from 
his home. The only reason given for the move 
was that some citizens of the Jeff community 
asked that Back be moved. It has since become 
apparent that, if any citizens ever did make 
such a request, it was no more than a few. For 
the vast majority of parents whose children at- 
tended Dilce Combs knew Bill Back for the 
good teacher that he is. But did either of the 
incumbents now seeking re-election inquire into 
Back's case to see if he was being treated fair- 
ly? Did either of them offer to hear his sifle 
of the story? No. With the exception of Dacker 
Com:s, all Board Members, like sheep, voted 
to dismiss Back, with n) questions asked. 

What are this Board s plans for the future 
of our schools? What personal initiative is this 
Board taking to draw up a realistic curriculum 
for the schools? How is it trying to provide a 
better physical fitness program, or to deal with 
Perry County’s problem of retarded children 7 

The answers to all these questions are neg- 
ative, because Perry (County children are not 
being considered before politics, personal whim 
and petty grudges The voters should keep 
these things in mind when they go to the polls 
next Tuesday.
